LaViolette Lays Blame 
In Far Eastern Crisis 

McGill Professor of Sociology Gives 
Bacltground for Recent Jap 
Moves in Interview

Saying lhat Ihe present strained 
relalionship which exists between 
./flpan and Ihe United States and 
Drilaiii U partly due to the dr- 
inands of Ihe laller two countries 
upon Ihe former, Professor La- 
Violcllc endeavored to explain the 
background of recent moves In Ihe 
Far Ka.<!l. f'rofrs.^or I,a Violf He. 
profes.sor of soiiolfiKy at .VltGiU, 
and expert on the .fapane.se f(ues- 
lion, was recently interviewed on 
this subjecL 

Considering first U.S.-Japanesc 
relations. Professor LaViolette said 
lliat friendly fcolinK hM.vern Ihc 
two countries, was, in the begin- 
ning, promoted by the influx of 
Japanese students lo the U.S., and 
by the work of American missions 
in the Far Ka.<itern field. Tho r-oo- 
ple of .Japan Iheinsclvcs have lonx 
realized the important part played 
by Ihc United States in opening 
up and fostering the development 
of the country. 

The 'great split between the 
United States and Japan dates 
from IflOfi when Theodore Roose- 
velt ncRotiatcd the PorUmoulh 
Treaty, al the close of the Crimean 
War, awarding Russia the Pacific 
port of Vladivo.stok. With the 
growth of Japanese immigration 
to the U.S., feeling was aroused 
against the "Yellow Peril". Cali- 
fornia began the crusade with 
anti-Japanese land laws, and it 
was climaxed in 1920 with the na- 
tional immigration regulations lhat ! 
excluded immigrants from Japan. |

It had turned its attention lo 
A.'ila, with the resulting invasion 
of ,M,ir,' h'ir;.i and China.

This is because Britain imposed 
extra-territorial demands, such as 
special port and trading privi- 
lege.-, '/hich .verc not '.'.■ell receiv- 
ed by the Japanese people. 

Internally, Japan seems lo be in 
a stale of unrest, said Professor 
LaViolette, and continued to say 
lhat it was due to the decided di- 
vi.^ion h"! .',T( .-1 the • .■ o ma.n 
cla.sscs, tnc militarist.5, and the 
industrialists. During the present 
cth\%. the militaristic class has 
taken over complete control of the 
governm<:nt. 

Within this latter class, there is 
marked rivalry between Army and 
Navy factions. Since the Army 
has bogged down in China, the 
Navy ha.^ co.T.e to •ae for-; ar.d is 
pushing the prcscn*. sivu'-h .' a.-d ex- 
pansion. Tho rccc.1t invai.un of 
Indo-China, however, was due to 
the action of a small army group 
acting without authority from the 
home office. 

Since 1331 the party in power 
ha^ manipulated public opinion 
against the U.S. and Britain. But

Whatever itie ;v,;;';io--r. one thing must 
be made cerncn^ahai tiicre can be no 
failure to aiLuiUV e^wm rear to year. 
That is the wjSnm-requh'ed of any stu- 
dent. The ffl8^Siintt-is difficult to de- 
^termine. rz^''' ' 

In days gone by, college graduates 
len tra'-f'llcc! folloving graduation, "to 
laden liic mluci." u was said. A mod- 
college goes far towards aeliicvaii: the 
same result tiirough the medium of liic 
various campus organizations and activi- 
ties. 

The amount of time spent on these 
activities will be determined by a stu- 
dent's interests, and by wiiether he has 
•come to get an education or to prepare 
for entering a profession. In the first 
Ç .case it is proper that a considerable 
-^iamount of time be devoted to matters 
I'.iother tlian direct study. In the second 
-' case study is definitely of primary im- 
portance.

He feel.- I'uiit lif 
would like to devpie iiim.sclf eniirtly to 
cultivating tiic new interest whicli he has 
found, aii(! th.-it he ii- just marking time 
lintil he obtains his degree, before devot- 
ing himself entirely to it. '^'hilc he con- 
ftinues in thit frame of mind, however, he 
.does little study, and will probably fail 
<to advance at the end of the year, thus 
.exceeding the minimum required of him. 

There appearr: to be no permanent 
remedy to the dilennnu wliere a student 
is torn between a need and a desire. 'V\^c 
should like, however, to offer a suggested 
isoltition to the problem.

Interview With 
Thomas Mann

To the awrago .\iiicvii\nn a free l)rcss is 
a heritage and a tradition, an ideal enshrined 
with the kSndi-ed ideals of free si>ccch, free 
wov.ship and free «»."embly, in our Bill ot 
Rights. 

To Tliomas Mann, it is all ot lliese. and 
more. It is "a condition of democracy— for it 
is .still Irue that 'democracy is discussion.'" 

Ditcu.ï.'ion llivivcs only on tlie free flow 
of ideas, and that flow stops wlicn llto press 
begins taking dictation. Wherefore, Dr. Mann 
adds that he could not exist in a country 
where free expression is proscribed. 

"1 am convincftt that the freedom of the 
press belongs to ilie general freedom, and to 
democracy, and \t most important for the 
whole spiritual life of the nation," he said In 
an interview with Editor and Publisher this 
week in Los .\nKeles, where he has been 
siynding the .summer. 

"It is not ivissible tor a jieople to think 
freely if they cannot talk freely or wrilo 
freely. These things cannot be separated, and 
that fact is realized in the totalitarian states." 

While he average American may ncccyi 
his traditional freedom as a niattrr of ooiir.sc, 
and di.smiss any suggestion of their curtail- 
ment W ith an "it can't happen here" .shrug, 
the noted German writer takes a more real- 
istic view of it. Tt can happen, he knows, for 
he has been throuph •.!, but l-.o .igrcos th.Tt it 
can be prewnted from hnpiviiing in Ameri- 
ca. ■ vvhorr froodoni has existed so long, where 
its roots arc so long and so strong. The dan- 
ger that this country could ever be subjected 
to totalitarian domination is very weak." lie 
saj-s. "The resistance would be enormous " 

Each day that our traditions of frerdoni 
continue, he added, they arc established more 
firmly in our life and philosophy, and make it 
more difficult ior subversive forces to gain 
any headway against them. It would require 
a long period of ment.il conditioning before 
any destrucU\e docirines could establish a 
serious foothold here, he believes. 

But that does not mean wc are to dismiss 
lightly the fact that such efforts are under 
way. 

"Here, as anywhere, there is danger from 
the fifth column, not exclusively composed 
of aliens." 

For the sake of clarity he pohited out that 
we are apt to lose sight, through the broad- 
ening usage of the term, of the fact that the 
fifth column in its original sense does not 
roniift of outsiders introduced into a social 
ur.:; work for its destruction, but rather in 
mtmbers of the unit who betray their fellows. 

What happens to a people and its press 
whm^eedom is gone? How far does totali- 
tarian rule succeed in making mental auto- 
matons of its subjects? 

"Existence under a dicutorship is a dif- 
ferent psychological condiUon; the changes are 
not external only, but the inner life changes 
too. Thought changes, with the lack of free 
expression aad wiUng, and gradually, the 
whole character ol the people is altered," 

Robbed of its mental initiative, a people 
must sooner or later acquiesce in its thought 
processes, willingly, unwillingly or uncons- 
ciously. 

"In the totalitarian state the press is noth- 
ing but an instrument of propaganda. In 
Europe the free press disappeared overnight 
when Fascism and Nazism came into power. 
Tnere was no transition period, no gradual 
curtailing of privileges. 

•But 1 don t think the German or Italian 
people even yet have any illusion that the 
press is not guided by the Government. 

'They read between the lines, and try to 
guess what the truth is." 

It is when fear tnters the lives of a na- 
tion's citizens that tJie danger of toUlilarian- 
ism is upon it, Dr. Mann said. Dictatorship 
is cssenUalJy based on terror, -nic picss can 
be in fear long before any actual control it 
(•y.crci.std over it. so that itj freedom rnay be 
surrender in effect «ven before it is lost in 
actuality. 

Effectiveness of the conlrol-by-fear meth- 
od may be the secret of Joseph Goebbels' re- 
ported boast that he d'x-snl have in give 
orders; editors of German papers know what 
to do. 

One effect of U»e sijread of tololitarionism 
through Europe, Dr. Mann stated, is that the 
best of the Europeans an- ajining to America, 
as the lajil groat slroiiKliold of iJemocracy and 
fitedom. The.',e IrudiCont:. Hiough not static, 
mubt be preserved, portly so that we may con- 
tinue to serve at an IntcJleclual haven. 

"My gcnorol opinion," he said, "it 
democracy it a changing Ihinf. in a cliangi/ig 
world. It is adding social elements, whicli is 
important Jf we decide to defend it. Jl musi 
become more economic, rather thai) political 
. . . a matter ot economic justice. 

"The main thing is to distinguish bctv/ccn 
social democracy unà any form of tottiljtar- 
lanism. If Fascism aiiould come to Ajnerica, 
It will come In the name of Freedom, through 
false friends. 

"We all in Germany realized that democ- 
racy v/as killed with tho instrumcnU 0/ 
democracy! . . . through tho use of a Uet re- 
publican constitution." 
JiimiU to Freedom Seen. 

'Paradoxically, the preservation of freedom 
makes it impossible to grànt absoluif /rctdom 
to all, he added. To protect frtcdoin /lom 
itself, v.f ;nu.st oji/orce ro.siriclions, under cer- 
tain tircuinsluncns, on those who would de- 
stroy freedom. They arc the mortal enemies 
of democracy. We may call tliom Cominnn- 
isls, or Fascists; they are the extremists wliu 
hale JJcmocracy above all else.

"We're having a world civil war," Dr. 
Mnnn doclnrod. "People nro not so inueli In- 
fluencetl by pnlvlotlo Ideas as by nearly re- 
ligious fervor; frcedoni and truth nn olic-sldc, 
and foioo nnil lioinbs on the olhcr, 

"The most impoilnnt <levclopnienl ot the 
tinio, " ho concluded, "Is the coming union of 
the Engllsli-spcnking Avorld; Iho Drill.tli Cmn- 
moiiwoallli of Nations, and Iho Lliiilpd Sliilr.'s. 
I havo ,T strong belief in the tiilurc ot the 
Kngllsh language as the coining universal 
tongue."

It 
is rather, as he puts it, "A conquest to unite 
mankind In the name of music." For more 
than twenty years Rubinstein has been car- 
rying a special diplomatic passport from his 
native Poland bearing the Inscription "On a 
mission of art." 

From the timo Hitler invaded Poland, 
Rubinstein has labored unceasingly for the 
liberation of his homeland. His concert lour 
of South America found him also in the role 
of good-will ambassador.

TRAINING FOR SPORTS TO BE 
INOORPOKATKD INTO HONOR 
SYSTEM 



Princfelon, N. J,, October 5.— The 
extension of an honor .system to 
nihlellc Irniriing at Princeton v/ill 
lie curried out Ihis year, ft. K. Fair- 
irinn (.iraduate Manager of Ath- 
letics, announced yesterday. Under 
the new method of supervision, the 
alhletcs themselves will be pledged 
lo abide by conditioning rule.? and 
committee; v/ill be nppolnted by 
llie cHplain,s and coaches of Varsity 
teams to enforce the observance of 
such regulations. 

According lo Mr. Fairman, thi.'! 
move wnx made to enforce stricter 
attention to conditioning than ha? 
been prevalent in tho pa.st fc'/ 
years, The decision to apply an 
honor system to training procedure 
was made only after complete in- 
vestigation of tho problem by the 
Athletic Association and the vari- 
ous coaches. 

"Tho lack ot training on Prince- 
ton squads has been particularly ap- 
parent of late," Fairman said, "And 
Princeton ha.^ the right to expect 
complete observance of condition 
inK riilc5 by candidates for its Var- 
sity teams." 

An enforcement committee has 
already been appointed by R. F, 
Ticrney jr, '40, Varsity football cap- 
tain, to oversee training discipline 
on the 1030 grid squad. 

The adoption of the new method 
by Princeton coaches is by no 
means complete as yet. To date only 
football and basketball training is 
definitely scheduled to be run ac- 
cording to the honor system. Final 
decision on the matter is up to the 
Individual coaching staffs. Although 
the Athletic Association supports 
the new system, no effor'^s will be 
made to force its acceptance by 
Princeton s mentors,— Daily Prince-

With an increase in the health 
service lee from $2.50 to $5.00 per 
semester, each student will be en- 
titled to unlimited free service in 
the dispen.'.ary ;u,ci to Irtt ti-rv,ge 
in the infirmary for a maximum of 
seven days at one time. 

The increase in lee will provide 
8 .bed, meals, ordinary medical and 
Eurgical at'.fiit.oii. ordniwy uurtiiig 
service, ar.d ordinary medicines 
and surgical dressings, as well as 
limited X-ray examinations. 

Heretolore. students had to'pay 
an additional charge for the facili- 
ties incident to hospitalization. The 
new plan is expected to induce the 
average student to go to the in- 
ifirmar/ more promptly and thus to 
arrest an illness in its incipient 
stages.

Darwin, Australia. — .\ustralia',s 
aborisines. one of the world's most 
primitive peoples who inhabit parts 
nf the north and centre of Austra- 
lia, still observe their own strange 
tribal l:iws and customs. 

The Northern Territory Police at 
times come upon crimes which can 
only be explained by reference to 
the totem laws. 

The aborigines' rifiid code of sa- 
cred tribal totem laws, which in- 
sists upon the death penally for any 
infrinsement. Is thought to lie be- 
hind the death of Jessie, a Brinkin 
Brinkin lubra (woman) who was 
speared to death in the Daly River 
country. 

Jessie was said to have trespassed 
on a ritual ground of the MiiUik 
Mullik tribe, who in pn.n ycnrs 
have been the Brinkin Brinkin's 
hated enemies, but who recently 
have been at peace with them.
